Britain's Politics 
Differs from That 


in United States 


Washington, July 
28—(AP)— 


Winston Churchill lost his job at 
prime minister to a man named 
Clement 
Attlee 
in 
the British 


elections although Attlee was not 
elected prime minister by the Brit- 
ish people. 


That's because the British elec- 


tion system is different from the 
American. There's the story. 


The two largest political parties 


in Britain are 
the conservative 


and Labor parties. They corree- 
pond in a rough way to our own 
two big parties, Democratic and 
Republican. 


Churchill was the leader of th* 


Conservatives. Attlee was leader of 
the Laborites. By choosing one ot 
those parties over the other, the 
British voters indirectly made the 
leader of the winning party prime 
minister. 


But the British 
voters 
don't 


ballot directly for prime minister. 
They choose only a member of the 
House of Commons 
from 
their 


own locality. It would be some- 
thing like this in America if: 


The people voted for Democratic 


and Republican congressmen in- 
stead of directly 
for 
president. 


Then the leader of the party which 
won the most seats in congress 
would be the new president. 


The House of Commons is the 


real boss of Britain, not the House 
of Lords. For example: the House 
of Commons controls appropria- 
tions 
i government spending I. 


House Can Overrule Lords 


Even though the House of Lords 


may turn down a money bill, the 
House of Commons can make it a 
law. 


On other bills 
the 
Jiouse—by 


voting for them three times—can 
make them law even though the 
House of Loids 
votes against 


them. 


So —the voters elect 
only 
the 


representatives of their own dis- 
tricts. When one party wins a 
majority of seats in the House of 
Commons, the king 
invites 
the

minister. 


Because Attlee's Labor parly 


won the majority of seats. Con- 
servative 
Churchill 
resigned 
as 


prime minister. The king then ap- 
pointed Laborite Attlee to succeed 
him.
